LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  second  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  1970.  The  first  Annual  Report  for  this 
township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which  makes  this  one 
the  96th  in  the  series.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

283  Live  births  were  registered ; 23  less  than  in  1 969.  This  gives  a 
Birth  Rate  of  15.4  per  1000  population,  the  Adjusted  Birth  Rate 
being  the  same.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  7.0  (2  still  births)  and  the 
Perinatal  Mortality,  which  is  calculated  on  the  numbers  of  still 
births  plus  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  per  1 000  total  births  was 
10.5,  as  compared  with  the  high  rate  of  40.8  in  1969  (due  to  13 
still  births)  plus  3 deaths  caused  by  prematurity  in  the  first  week  of 
life.  It  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Goole  Borough  and  places 
the  Authority  5th  in  all  the  89  constituent  Authorities  of  the  West 
Riding  County.  Only  2 still  births  and  one  death  in  the  first  week  of 
life  were  recorded.  Annual  figures  are  bound  to  fluctuate  but  this  is 
a very  encouraging  figure  after  the  particularly  high  one  last  year. 
The  Rate  was  75.0  in  1942  when  my  records  started  and  the  next 
lowest  rate  was  in  1 956  when  it  was  21 .3.  The  County  Aggregate 
rate  for  Urban  Districts  was  24.4  and  England  and  Wales  23.5. 

243  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  13.3 
and  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  12.7  per  1000  population.  Births 
exceed  deaths  by  40.  By  far  the  greatest  cause  of  death  was 
ischaemic  heart  disease.  There  were  10  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  in  males  and  none  in  females.  Cigarette  smoking  must  be  held 
responsible  for  many  of  these  untimely  deaths  and  young  people 
would  do  well  to  think  hard  before  starting  the  misguided  habit. 
Older  people  might  well  show  their  maturity  and  their  insight  by 
giving  up  such  a dangerous  and  unnecessary  practice  which  has 
been  proved,  without  doubt,  to  be  a contributory  cause  of  disease 
of  the  coronary  arteries,  and  which  is  one  of  the  leading  causes  of 
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death  in  developed  countries.  I quote  from  "Smoking  & Health", 
a World  Health  Organisation  Resolution: — "It  must  be  estimated 
that  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  would  be  reduced  considerably 
in  the  absence  of  cigarette  smoking,  particularly  in  middle-aged 
men." 

With  regard  to  cancer  of  the  lung  this  same  W.H.O.  Publication 
states: — "Lung  cancer  is  uncommon  among  non-smokers.  The 
evidence  that  cigarette  smoking  greatly  increases  the  incidence  of 
lung  cancer  is  now  irrefutable.  It  can  therefore  be  forecast  that  if 
cigarette  smoking  were  to  stop  or  if  cigarettes  free  from  the  risk 
of  cancer  were  to  be  produced,  the  world-wide  epidemic  of  a 
disease  that  at  present  kills  hundreds  of  thousands  of  smokers 
every  year  would  be  arrested  and  begin  to  recede." 

Cerebrovascular  disease,  which  accounted  for  31  deaths  is  the 
lowest  number  recorded  since  1952,  but  the  death  rate  has 
increased  considerably  since  the  1920s  and  again  shows  the 
influence  of  cigarette  smoking.  SMOKERS  TAKE  HEED  ! ! ! 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

264  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
247  of  which  were  due  to  measles. 

Measles  vaccination  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in  the  present 
immunisation  schedule  of  the  County  Council  and  the  high  rate  of 
uptake  of  these  procedures  in  the  County  as  a whole,  and  of  this 
Division  No.  1 0 in  particular,  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  computer 
and  by  the  excellent  participation  of  all  staff,  both  professional  and 
clerical.  Measles  vaccination  has  not  been  as  high  as  the  other 
procedures  to  date  but  I hope  that  in  future  years  it  will  prevent 
such  large  outbreaks  such  as  we  have  encountered  in  the  year 
1970.  it  will  be  particularly  successful  if  the  new  school  entrants 
are  protected,  saving  their  younger  siblings  from  transmitted 
infection. 

There  was  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  in  an  elderly  person  and 
this  shows  the  need  for  continued  vigilance  in  the  investigation  of 
chronic  coughs  in  this  age  group.  One  case  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis was  also  diagnosed  in  an  elderly  person  at  post  mortem 
examination. 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

During  the  year  267  women  attend  Goole  Clinic  for  cancer  smear 
tests  of  which  73  were  seen  for  the  first  time.  No  positive  smears 
were  found  but  four  women  were  referred  to  their  General 
Practitioners  for  swellings  in  the  breast,  examination  of  which  is 
carried  out  as  a routine  at  the  same  time  as  the  cervical  smear  test. 
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There  were  5 deaths  from  cancer  of  the  breast  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  and  it  is  regrettable  that  none  of  these  had  attended 
the  cytology  clinic. 

I would  urge  all  those  women  of  any  age  (and  particularly  those 
over  35)  who  have  not  so  far  availed  themselves  of  this  important 
preventive  service,  to  do  so  without  delay. 

FAMILY  PLANNING 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  continues  to  use  the  Family 
Planning  Association  as  its  agents  in  this  field.  The  clinics  are  held 
at  7.00-8.30  p.m.  on  Tuesday  evenings  in  Goole  Welfare  Clinic, 
Bartholomew  Avenue,  Goole.  Consultations  are  free  under  the 
West  Riding  Scheme  and  only  supplies  of  contraceptives  are 
charged  to  patients.  In  cases  where  there  are  health  and/or  social 
grounds  and  where  the  limitation  of  families  is  important  to  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  family  group,  supplies  also  are  free. 

I would  recommend  to  all  married  couples,  whatever  their 
convictions  and  religous  persuasions,  that  they  should  seek  advice 
on  the  right  method  of  family  planning  or  limitation  for  their 
particular  needs. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

My  Health  Visitors  have,  during  the  year,  carried  out  a broad 
programme  of  Health  Education  in  the  schools:  films  have  been 
shown  on  many  subjects  including,  as  part  of  a general  scheme, 
the  important  ones  as  far  as  the  youth  of  today  are  concerned : 
Smoking,  Drugs  and  Venereal  disease.  We  have  also  been 
fortunate  in  having  occasional  visits  from  the  Principal  Schools 
Medical  Officer  and  Health  Education  Nursing  Officer  from 
County  Hall  to  give  talks  and  answer  queries  on  these  subjects  at 
the  Senior  Schools. 

GOOLE  HEALTH  CENTRE 

The  Health  Centre,  which  wiil  be  an  extension  of  the  present 
Welfare  Clinic  in  Bartholomew  Avenue  and  will  house  the  General 
Practitioner  Services  as  well  as  the  County  Health  Services  has 
(May,  1 971 ) at  last  been  started.  We  now  look  forward  to  an  even 
closer  association  between  the  two  branches  of  medicine. 

A TIME  OF  RE-ORGANISATION 

1 970  was  a year  when  broad  changes  were  mooted  in  the  Health 
Services.  Two  Acts  affecting  the  Local  Authority  Health  Services 
reached  the  Statute  Book  during  the  year.  These  were  The  Local 
Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970  and  The  Education  (Handi- 
capped Pupils)  Act,  1970.  Both  these  Acts,  which  came  into 
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operation  on  the  1st  April,  1971,  have  meant  loss  of  certain 
functions  and  staff  to  the  newly  formed  Social  Services  Depart- 
ment, on  the  one  hand,  and  to  the  Education  Department  on  the 
other. 

The  future  is  full  of  change.  Local  Government  is  to  be  reformed 
within  new  boundaries  which  have  still  to  be  finally  accepted.  The 
new  Social  Services  Department  will  have  had  just  three  years  in 
office  before  being  re-cast  in  the  light  of  these  local  government 
reforms.  The  National  Health  Service  is  to  be  completely  re- 
structured. All  these  changes  are  taking  place  over  one  short  period 
of  time  and  there  is  a great  deal  of  re-training  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  meantime.  But  we  must  now  look  to  the  future  with  hope 
towards  a unified  Health  Service  in  which  preventive  medicine 
will  play  an  ever  more  important  role. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  Deputy 
M.O.H.,  Dr.  Eileen  Bell-Syer  for  her  loyal  assistance  and  advice 
during  my  first  year  of  office ; for  the  support  of  the  members  and 
other  officers  of  the  council ; the  loyal  and  very  helpful  services  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Divisional  Health  Service  staffs,  and  for  the 
assistance  given  by  voluntary  helpers  at  the  clinic.

Mr.  MAYOR.  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  fourth  annual  report  which 
records  the  environmental  health  work  carried  out  within  the 
Borough  during  1970. 

The  year  was  one  of  steady  progress  in  all  aspects  of  our  various 
duties  and  there  is  ample  evidence  in  the  following  pages  to 
indicate  that  a great  deal  of  useful  work  was  accomplished. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969,  which  came  into  force  late  in  1969  and 
which  set  out  a fresh  and  self  contained  code  for  the  grant-aided 
improvement  and  conversion  of  houses  had  the  desired  effect  of 
increasing  the  number  of  enquiries  about,  and  applications  for 
improvement  grants,  although  the  department  was  by  no  means 
inundated.  It  must  be  remembered  that  prior  to  the  Act  of  1 969,  over 
900  houses  have  been  improved  with  the  aid  of  grants  and  that 
with  the  passage  of  each  year,  the  percentage  of  "improvable” 
houses  in  the  district  is  reduced. 

The  availability  of  improvement  grants  is  well  known  locally  as 
the  result  of  newspaper  advertisements  at  national  and  local  level 
and  every  effort  is  made  by  your  officers  to  advise  householders 
whenever  the  opportunity  arises. 

I am  pleased  to  record  the  fact  that  the  Slade  Drain,  an  open 
surface  water  ditch  at  the  rear  of  Colonel's  Walk  was  culverted 
during  1970.  The  ditch  had  been  a favourite  dumping  place  for 
unwanted  refuse  and  an  occasional  harbourage  for  rats.  In 
addition  to  abolishing  a long  standing  nuisance,  culverting  has 
assisted  in  reducing  the  risk  of  flooding  in  this  low  lying  area. 

Miss  J.  M.  Harrison  who  had  been  the  Department's  Clerk/Typist 
for  years  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  K.  A.  Metcalfe. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  for  their  confidence  and  support  and  also  my  colleagues 
and  staff  for  their  valued  assistance  and  co-operation.

Every  house  in  the  town  has  an  internal  supply  of  water  on  tap. 

The  whole  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by 
the  Pontefract,  Goole  and  Selby  Water  Board  and  the  supply  is 
both  plentiful  and  of  good  quality. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  One  sample  was  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory 
whereupon  several  more  samples  were  obtained  from  premises  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  its  origin.  These  samples  were  all  found 
to  be  satisfactory.

1.  Slum  Clearance  — 

(a)  Queen's  Avenue  Clearance  Area : — Every  occupier 
within  this  area  had  been  re-housed  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  58  of  the  original  1 28  dwellings  had  been  demolished. 

(b)  Estcourt  Street  Clearance  Area: — During  the  year,  the 
twelve  houses  numbered  5 to  27,  Estcourt  Street,  were 
inspected  and  subsequently  represented  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  The  Clearance  Order  made  by  the 
Council  had  not  been  confirmed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  House  Improvement  — 

Since  the  inception  of  the  improvement  grant  scheme  and  up 
to  31st  December,  1970,  the  total  number  of  grants  approved 
by  the  Council  was  1011  Discretionary  and  158  Standard. 

The  grants  approved  during  1 970  were  58  Discretionary  and 
29  Standard  at  a total  cost  of  approximately  £17,000  for 
improvement  work  estimated  to  cost  approximately  £40,000.

RODENT  CONTROL 

One  hundred  and  forty-two  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and 
sixty-eight  of  mouse  infestation  were  received  during  the  year.  All 
complaints  were  promptly  investigated  by  the  Council's  Rodent 
Operative,  who  made  1,510  visits  as  the  result  of  complaints 
received  and  in  the  course  of  routine  surveys  of  premises  and 
allotments.  In  addition,  the  public  health  staff  paid  forty-seven 
visits  in  connection  with  rodent  control. 
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Treatment  of  all  types  of  infested  premises  is  carried  out  with 
no  charge  being  made  to  the  occupier. 

No  serious  infestation  has  occurred  at  the  Council's  Airmyn 
Wood  refuse  tip  which  is  situated  in  the  adjoining  rural  district. 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  This 
indicated  that  there  is  no  serious  rat  infestation  of  the  Sewerage 
System.
